HUGE MOUNTAIN OF FLESH. 


Five Hundred Pound Negress at the 
Hospital With Heat Prostration. 


City Hoepital physicians and nurses are 
having a hard time treating Hattie Grant, 
who is suffering from sunstroke. ~ 

Hattie is colored and lives at Fourteenth 


and Papin streets. There are no scales at 
the hospital, but the doctors and nurses 
estimate that she weighs at least 0 
pounds. Her huge bulk looks like a moun- 
tain of chocolate flesh piled high on the 
white covered cot. 

She is unconscious and Dr. Sutter says 
it is by no means certain that she will re- 
cover. She is 50 years old. 

In cases of heat prostration the first treat. 
ment ie to put the patient in an ice bath. 
This was impracticable in Hattie’s case. 
When she wag placed in the tub, she filled 
it completely and there was no room for 
any water. A stream of cold water was 
turned on her, but it had no effect. Sur- 
rounded by half a dozen attendants she wae 
lifted from the tub with some exertion 
and was placed on a wire cot and cakes of 
ice were placed around her. The temper- 
ature was reduced somewhat and early 
Friday morning she was taken to Division 
No. 2, where she was placed on a cot. 

There are ice bage placed all over her, 
but her temperature is still many degrees 
above the normal. Miss Douglas, the nurse 
in charge of the division, surveys her mam- 
moth charge with dismay. When it is 
necessary to move the patient all the as- 
sistant nurses and details are called on for 
assistance, but not enough help can crowd 
around the cot to render the task an easy 


one,

CPANDAL COMING 
TO THE SURFACE, 


MONEY INTERESTS BACK OF THE 
HAWAIIAN TREATY. 


Scheme Fostered by a Wealthy Lobby, 
Including the Sugary Cable and 
Nicaragua Canal Crowds.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—Sen

The lobby is so aggressively in favor of 
the treaty that every one believes a gross 
scandal will be revealed. It is sald that the 
' treaty can not be ratified at this session 
(and that the details of the scandal will be- 
come public before next session.

John W. Foster has been for some time 
the counsel for the Dole Government of 
Hawall, which has been pressing so strong- 
ly for annexation, because there was 
reason to befieve that it could not be re- 
elected to power. 

The principal capitalist interested with 
Mr. Elkins in the cable company is J. Plier- 
pont Morgan, who is a director. With him 
on the board are James A. Schryser, J. 
Kennedy Tod, Edmund L. Baylis and G. 8. 
Bowdoin. If they can assist in bringing 
about the annexation of Hawaii they ex- 
pect that their stock, now worth no more 
than the paper upon which it is printed 
(though capitalized at one million not a 
cent has been paid in) will at once assume 
a definite market value. 

The canal people think the canal will be- 
come a necessity when the island comes 
in. 

The Chinese question is a serious one. The 
Chinese Minister holds that Chinese in 
Hawali must not be prevented from coming 
to the United States unless it was conceded 
that the law prevented them from going 
from one to another of the other States in 
the Union. 

In explanation of his course in regard to 
Hawaii, Secretary Sherman said: 

“I do not differ from the President on 
his policy of annexing the Samdwich Islands, 
although I have always been against the 
tion of new territory, and I shall 
continue to be in the future; but with Ha- 
wail the question is different. If we do 
not take the islands the chances are that 
they will fall into the hands of some un- 
friendly forei Power, and damage our in- 
terests severely. I do not know what the 
Senate will do in the matter, but I entirely 
approve the President’s action.”

TO WALK ON THE WATER. 


Robert Cook to Try It From Pittsburg 
‘ to Cincinnati. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 18.—Robert Cook 
of Boston is in Pittsburg, arranging to per- 
form the remarkable feat of walking from 
Pittsburg to Cincinnati on water, a distance 
of 400 miles. 

Cook ig the tnventor of a pair of shoes by 
which he can walk on water. He claims 
that, with the use of them, he can make as 
good time as a man walking along an as- 
phalt street. While in Chicago a few days 
ago this was questioned. Cook offered to 
wager $1,000 that he would walk a distance 
of 400 miles in fourteen days and do it easily. 

This was quickly taken by John Leopold, 
a West Side saloonkeeper of that city. Cook 
deposited his side of the bet, and the saloon- 
keeper did the same, 

The money is now in the hands of a re- 
sponsible stakeholder and all that remains 
for Cook to do to be richer by $1,000 isto 
demonstrate his ability to walk on the Ohio.

INSECT-BEARING PLANT. 


Remarkable Specimen Received by the 
Smithsonian Institution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 18.—In a day or two 
the Smithsonian Institution in Washington 
will receive what its donor believes to be 
the most remarkable specimen of plant life, 
or of plant and insect life, in existenco. 


This specimen is, to all appearances, an 
insect-bearing plant. It comés from Vene- 
zuela, and the Indians there say that it is 
not uncommon, ' So far as is known, none 
of the plants have been brought here be. 
fore. Infortunately, both plant and in- 
sect are dead, but they are well preserved. 
Plant and insect are joined at the middle 
of the insect’s head. The brittle shell of 
the head had not been pierced by the stem, 
and the insect seemed to have been growing 
there as naturally as a flower. Scientists 
who saw it say it is only an accidental! 
lodging of the insect on the plant, and that 
the two have no connection.

The Board of Public Improvements 
Will Force the House and 
Council to Act. 


The Board of Public Improvements will 
force the Municipal Aesembly to decide 
whether St. Lou's is to have a municipal 
lighting plant. 

The Committee on Lighting of the board 
submitted at Friday’s meeting an ordinance 
which wil] have this effect. It was adopted 
and will be introduced in the Assembly 
Friday night. 

It takes much more radical ground than 
the ord!nance filed by the Council Tuesday 
night. It follows the lines of the resolu- 
tion introduced by Councilman Heckel, but 
steers clear of the shoals-into which a lit- 
eral compliance with the suggestions would 
‘have led. 

It authorizes the board to cause the streets 
to be lighted with gas or electricity under 
contract or by electricity or gas plants 
leased and operated by the city. 

Lettings will be invited under four propo- 
sitions. The first will be for lighting with 
electricity for five, ten, fifteen or twenty 
years. The right to furnish electricity to 
private consumers free of the 5 per cent 
of the gross earnings now required to be 
paid into the City Treasury -under another 
ordinance will be ‘ncluded in the contract. 

The second is for furnishing gas for the 
sume alternative periods under the same 
exemption. 

The third is for building and leasing to the 
city for not to exceed thirty years two elec- 
tric light plants, for lighting the streets 
and furnishing electricty to private con- 
sumers, the city reserving the right to pur- 
chase the plant on terms to be set forth in 


the lease.

HAD TO RUN FOR HIS LIFE.

A tramp, who attempted to assault 4

er’'s home at 1312 South Tenth street at 4 
Pp. m. Thursday. She was dressed !n a lit- 
tle red. frock with a low neck and no 
sleeves, fanning herself with a large palm- 
leaf. 

A dirty, burly tramp stopped and looked 
at her. 

He reached over the stone steps, chucked 
Tillle under the chin and sald: 

“Pretty little girl; do you want some 
candy? Come with me and I will buy you 
rome,” and the tramp took Tillie by the 
hand and led her down the steps. 

The Most residence is on the corner of 
the alley that leads down to Ninth street 
and next door to the residence of Auguet 
Froelich, the Third Ward millionaire and 
politictan. 

Little Tillie followed the tramp and as he 
turned ‘nto the alley Mrs. Martha Crook, 
who was standing in front of her home 
at 1308 South Tenth street, saw them, She 


walked up to the alley to see where they 
were going. 

Bhe stood at the mouth of the alley and 
when she saw the tramp lead Tillle into 
a shed back of a house on Morrison avenue, 
she called to Tillie, asking her where she 
was going. The tramp. hearing Mrs. Crook, 
pushed Tilile into the shed and entered him- 
oat. closing and fastening the door behind 

em. 

Mrs. Crook called for help. Followed by 
Mrs. Schnell of 1310 South Tenth street, Mre.

“SKIPPY” ROHAN MADE A FIGHT 
FOR FREEDOM. 


STRONG CASES AGAINST HIM. 


Desperate Young Criminal Charged 
With Burglary and the Mur- 
der of a Grocer. 


John, alias “Skippy’’ Rohan, one of 8t. 
Louis’ most notorious criminals, is locked 
up at the Fifth District Police Station. He 
has been positively identified as one of the 
four men who entered Caspar Beimfohr’s 
grocery at 1837 Benton street Wednesday 
night and shot the proprietor. He is also 
charged with having participated in a burg- 
lary the night before, and some of the prop- 
erty was found in his possession. 

Rohan was arrested Thursday night by 
Special Policemen Kelleher, Bambrick, 
Burke and McGrath. e 
Rohan was armed and fought bravely, but 
a ones were more than he could over- 

The police suspected that Rohan was one 
of the men who last Monday night entered 
George Meyer’s saloon at ebster avenues 
and Thomas street and at the point of a 
revolver took the day’s receipts, $40, from 
the cash drawer. Meyer was shown a pic- 
ture of Rohan, from the rogues’ gallery, and 
identified it. Detectives were at once set on 
his trail. 

The four special policemen were in the 
neighborhood of Tenth and O'Fallon streets 
at dusk Thursday. Kelleher was walking 
north on Tenth street when he saw ae 
py emerge from a eide entrance directly 
n front of him. Rohan did not see the po- 
liceman until he was accosted. 

Well, ‘Skippy,’ it’s all off,” said Kelle- 
The Chief has been wanting to see 
you for a week.”’ 
It’s not off yet,” was the reply. “You 
will have to kill me or I will get you.” 

Rohan drew his pistol as he spoke. Be- 
fore he could use {[t Kelleher sprang for- 
ward and wrested it from his hand. Then 
the criminal and policeman clinched and 
fought furiously. 

Rohan managed to free one hand and, 
reaching around Kelleher, took the officer’s 
revolver from its holster. Kélleher saw his 
peril and grabbed “Skippy’s” hand... Just 
then Bambrick came to the rescue. He 
seized Rohan from behind, and Rohan re- 
leased his hold on Kelleher. 

Kelleher struck Rohan in the face with 
the revolver. 

Then Burke and McGrath took a hand. 
Rohan was soon overpowered. His wounds 
were dressed at the North Side Dispensary. 
He asked to be sent to the City Hospital. 
The officers would take no chances on es- 
cape and he was locked up at the Fifth Dis- 
trict Station. 

Thursday morning he was identified posi- 
tively in two cases. 

Tuesday night Joseph Rohmberg’s resi- 
dence, #07 Elliot avenue, was entered by 
burglars. Considerable valuable jewelry 
was taken. When “Sk'ppy”’ was searched 
at the police station a pair of diamond ear- 
rings and a diamond pin were found on 
him, They were identified by Rohmberg. 

Later he was identified on a charge that 
may develop into murder. Four men en- 
tered Casper BReimfohr’s saloon Wednesday 
night, and as the proprietor was apparently 
reaching for his gun he was shot down. 
One ball pierced his breast and another shate 
tered his right arm. The four men fled. 

Beimfohr died Friday afternoon.

Disappeared After His- Friend Was

August Jenar, charged with’ the murder 
of Isaac Michel at Fargo Station on the Col- 
orado Road, on the night of June 2, was 
lodged in the county jail at Clayton, Mo., 
Friday morning. 

He was captured at Thibodeau, La., on 
June 12, and brought back by Deputy Sher- 
iff John Osborne. 

Sheriff Kerth has no doubt that In Jenar 
he has the murderer of Michael. He would 
not admit a Post-Dispatch reporter to the 
jail Friday morning, saying that Jenar was 
asleep and must not be disturbed. Since 
his capture Jenar has made neither an ad- 
mission nor denial of his guilt. He pre- 


him has been conducted through a French 
interpreter. 

Prior to the commission of the crime 
Jenar and Michel were close friends. They 
came to St. Louis together from New Or- 
leans three months ago. Michel had 
money. He paid Jenar’s passage on the 
boat and deposited $20 with the captain in 
Jenar’s presence. 

Both men went to work for Frank Bar- 
rioz, a farmer, at Central, Mo. 

Michel worked there until May 30, when 
he was employed by Theodore Gentle, who 
owns a farm adjoining Barrioz’. 

On the evening of June 1 Jenar and 
Michel left Central together. Jenar toid 
Louis Darbley of Central that Michel was 
going to California. 

The two men walked toward the Colorado 
Railroad tracks. The next night, June 2, 
Jenar returned to Central alone. e awak- 
ened Mrs. Mary Barrioz, their employer's 
wife, and told her that Michel had gone to 
Illinois. Jenar eaid he was going back to 
St. Louis, as he wanted to attend the circus 
the next day. 

The next morning Mr. Barrioz received a 

ostal card from Jenar, in which he said 

e would not return to the farm that night. 

About the same time the postal card 
reached Mrs. Barrioz, Michel's body was 
found lying near the Colorado Railroad 
tracks, 100 yards east of Fargo Station. 

The discovery was made by Anton Auch- 
ley of Central, whose subsequent testimony 
had the effect of fastening the crime on 
Jermear. 

Auchley saw the fight which led to the 
killing of Michel, though he did not wit- 
ness the murder. At the inquest he testi- 
fied that while passing Fargo Station at 
9 o’clock the previous evening he saw two 
men quarreling in French and shaking their 
fists at each other. One of the men was 
large, the other small. 

The next morning he passed the station 
again and found Michel’s og? | 100 yards 
from the scene of the quarrel the night be- 
fore. While he had not seen the faces of 
either of the men he believed that the body 
was that of the larger of the men. 

Jenar did not show up at the = Barrioz 
farm next day. The suspicion that he 
knew something of the crime grew when it 
pag found that Michel had been robbed 
o ‘ 

Jenar was traced to the Broadway Hotel 
in St. Louis, but when officers got there he 
had left. It was believed that he had gone 
back to Louisiana and Sheriff Kerth flooded 
the South with circulars bearing his picture 
and description. 

One of these fell in the hands of Deputy 
Sheriff James Perry of py Lew Parish, 
Louisiana, Perry found Jenar flying high at 
Thibodeau. He was spending money freely 
and was in a swell rig with two women when 


He did not deny that he was Jenar, bu 
refused to make any statement as to 
Michel’s death. Deputy Sheriff Osborne of 
St. Louis County went after him with 
te papers. 

here is now no doubt that Michel was 
murdered. His head was covered with scalp 
wounds, and there was a three-inch hole 
in his skull at the back of the head, ap- 
parently caused by a blow with a coupling- 
in. It was thought at first that he had been 

‘lled by a train, but the nature of his in- 
juries exploded the théory.

A greater confidence game has 
never been played in the world than that 
of the missionaries and the missionary 
children upon the innocent and confiding 
Kanakas of the Hawalian isles. 

The trust of the natives and the power 
it placed in the hands of those upon 
whom it was unworthily bestowed, was 
first used to despoil the Hawalians, then 
to overthrow their native government 
and erect a usurpation in its stead. And 
now the robbery is to be consummated 
by a sale of the country to a foreign 
power upon terms that will make the 
missionary element the ruling class and 
forever relegate the natives to conditions 
of political serfdom.

But the most venera- 
ble 6f Senators is hardly impressive when 
trying to defeat a proposition to investigate 
current and notorious scandals concerning 
the body of which he is a member. The 
man who “courts investigation” {s not in- 
frequently a guilty braggart, but the 
chances are that he is better than the one 
who pulls every wire to evade it. 

Senator Tillman’s resolution was eminent- 
ly proper. Whether the Sugar Trust has 
used undue means to influence legislation, 
and why the United States Senate cannot 
touch sugar without getting contaminated, 
are questions which several million Ameri- 
can taxpayers are equally eager with Sena- 
tor Tillm&n to have solved. Nor is that so- 
lution furnished satisfactorily by Senator 
Hoar when he says that the press charges 
of bribery in connection with the sugar 
schedule are received throughout the coun- 
try “with absolute contempt. os 

Senator Hoar is not a seer. The intellec- 
tual atmosphere of Boston breeds myopia, 
not clairvoyance. Nor is he quite, as he as- 
serts, “the son of a yeoman,” for his father 
was a judge, and like himself, a graduate 
of Harvard. His declaration that the people 
are indifferent to the scandals which beset 
the Senate must be taken as the opinion of 
one man, and. that man far removed from 
association with the masses whom, in this 
debate at least, Senator Tillman represented 
far more faithfully. The “‘men who get their 
living from the farms and factories of Mas- 
sachusetts” doubtless are all that the senior 
Senator from that State describes them— 
“simple, sincere, honest, liberty-loving, God- 
fearing men.”’ But the more fully they are 
invested with these qualities the less they 
will agree with the Senator that “these 
charges are not only preposterous but infa- 
mous.” To the liberty-loving man the spec- 
tacle of the Sugar Trust throttling the free- 
dom of trade by aid of interested lawmak- 
ers, and extorting millienps from the people 
on the specious plea of protecting working- 
men to whom other employment is by it 
denied, will be infamous. To the sincere man 
the efforts of the Senate to escape investi- 
gation, and the successful attempt of the 
Trust’s agents to conceal their operations, 
will be execrable. To honest men the Sen- 
ate’s dread of light will be at least suspi- 
cious. And to all men who earn their living 
in farm or workshop—and whether it be in 
South Carolina or in Massachusetts, that 
living will be none too extravagant—the 
spectacle of their chosen Senators entering 
into an understanding with a monopolistic 
corporation for their spoliation will be at 
once indefensible and execrable.

He denied that Mr. Kam- 
merer had told him he would have to see 
the bank’s Board of Directors before al- 
lowing the overdrafts. 

The witness further denied that the cash- 
jer had told him (Teuscher) that he (Kam- 
merer) had no authority to allow overdrafts, ' 
The witness refused to sa how much. 
whisky he bought In 1898, and the Court did 
not compel him to answer. ' 

In reply to a number of questions to show 
that Teuscher and officers of the bank were 
all mixed up in other business affairs, the 
witness said Mr. Kammerer had never been 
interested in any of his oo nies 

Just at this moment Mr. Kammerer en. 
tered Judge Dillon’s office. It was the first 
time the ex-Cashier has been present at any 
of the proceedings. 

Lawyer Smith asked Mr. Teuscher to re- 
count some of the ry which took 
place at a meeting of the bank directors 
called to discuss the overdrafts. The wit- 
ness could not remember if he ever 
been uobraided before the board by Mr. 
Kammerer for leation th the Cashier. He 


did have a recollection that Mr, Kammerer 
was nee because the witness had not 
accomplished what he expected to. 

“But, I, too, was displeased,’’ added Mn 
Teuscher. “I never deceived Mr, Kammer- 
er or intended to deceive 63 

The witness admitted having kept up his 
business dealings with the bank “as far as 
he could stand” after the overdraft. He 
was sure Mr. Kammerer had never said that 
he (Kammerer) was in danger of progecu- 
tion for his part In Teuscher’s overd t. 

“Mr. Kammerer did say,’’ admitted the 
witness, “that he might lose his position 
for allowing the overdraft.”’ 

The witness refused to say whether he 
had an account with other banks than the 
Mullanphy and German Savings Institution. 

e witness could not tell, or even ap- 

roximate, the amount of his indebtedness 
o the Mullanphy Bank. @ was positive 
that nothing was ever said to him during a

In the days of the macadam ring it used 
to be done in a simple but effective manner. 
Inspectors were furnished with tickets. 
Each one répresented a load of macadam 
or gravel. The driver was supposed to re- 
ceive one evcry time he delivered a load. 
He always did receive one. Often he re- 
ceived two, and sometimes tbree or four. 

A contractor who had things fixed so that 
he could get as many tickets as he liked 
could afford to take contracts below cost, 
because the tickets were redeemable at the 
office of the Ciity Treasurer. 

The macadam ring was broken up after 
a lot of dishonest inspectors had been dis- 
charged. 

Largely through the ingenuity of Capt. 
Thomas Macklind, General Superintendent 
of Repairs, a system of checks was put 
into effect which made it unprofitable for 
contractors to bid low in the expectation 
of making their profits through e collu- 
sion of inspectors. 

Instead of tickets triplicate receipt books 
were provided. The inspector had to give 
one to the driver, send one to the depart- 
ment and keep one as a stub in the book. 
In addition the inspectors were frequently 
changed about. It was not worth while 
for a contractor to buy up an inspector, 
because he did not know what day his man 
would be transferred to another district. 
The price of macadam and gravel imme- 
diately went up. 

Then came the Uthoff-Wittenberg legis- 
lation. 

The contractors saw that the present ef- 
ficient force of inspectors would be replaced 
by a horde of push politicians, and were 
either assured or foresaw that the safe- 
guards thrown about the taxpayers’ money 
would be removed. 

This was shown plainly enough by the 
cht eee abolishing the office of General 

uperintendent of Repairs. This leaves the 
inspectors without direct oversight. The 
system of checks will be abolished. The in- 
spectors will have things all their own 
way. The corruption in the department 
will only be limited by the greed of the 
contractors. 

There are twelve macadam districts. Con- 
tracts are let for each one separately. The 
prices vary according to the length of haul. 

For the first district the lowest bid last 
year was $3.89 a square of 100 cubic feet, 
made by G. Eyermann, Jr. The lowest this 
year was $3, by Henry Zeiss. For the 
same district Zeiss bid $3.92 last year. 

For the Second District the lowest - bid 
last year was $3.90, by John Lohrum. This 
year the St. Louis Quarry and Construction 
Co. got the contract for $3.75. The same 
company got the Third District for $2.95, as 
against $3.75 bid’ by the Fruin-Bambricx 
Construction Co. last year. The St. Louls 
Company did not bid on thgse districts 


last year. . 

It dia bid on the Fourth District, and got 
the contract at $3.75. This year it got it 
again, bidding only $2.90. 

st year the Bambrick-Bates Constuc- 
tion Co. got the Fifth District at $3.9. This 
year it will do the same work for $2.70. 
The same company bid .$4.50 on the Sixtn 
District last year. -E. C. Morrison got tne 
contract at $3.55. The Bambrick Company 
was awarded the contract this year at $2.73, 
$1.77 less than its last year’s bid. 

Last year J. E. Perkinson b‘d $4.25 for the 

Seventh District. This year he takes it 
for $1.67 less, or $2.58. The lowest bidder 
last year was Ed Kineady at $3.65. Mr. Per- 
kinson also got the Eighth D'‘strict for $2.84. 
His bid last year was the lowest at $3.98. 
The Herman Construction Co. bid $4.90 
on the Ninth District last year. This year 
it was the lowest at $2.98, a difference of 
$1.92. The lowest bidders last year were 
Steiful & Ruckert at $4.7 
On the Tenth District the St. Lou's Co. 
bid $3.75 last year and $2.9 this year, get- 
ting the contract both times. 
On the Eleventh and Twelfth Districts 
the lowest bids last year were $4.23 an , 
by Eyerman & Perkinson. This year they 
were $3.48 and $4.85, by Knaus & Borg- 
mann. The last district was the only one 
in which the bid was er than last year. 
On the seven gravel districts there was 
not «eo great a reduction, but the bids were 
materially lower all along the line.

STREETS ARE OBSTRUCTED. 


The Street Commissioner Says He Must 
Give the Contractors a Rea- 
sonable Time.

What is a reasonable length of time If 
this question can be answered in a manner 
which will admit of no quibbling the busi- 
ness people who are complaining about the 
condition of the down town streets may be 
able to join issues with Street Commis- 
sioner Milner. ' 

Every day merchants go up to the City 
Hall and complain about their loss®s in 
business due to the blockaded condition of 
the streets. 

“I have to give these people reasonable 
tim>,”” says Mr. Milner. with a sweet smile, 
and the protestors find that in the absence 
of an accepted definition of ‘“‘reasonable’’ 
they cannot make an impression on the com- 
missioner. He says he is only giving the 
diggers reasonable time. They say the time 
is most unreasonable. They argue a while 
over the reasonableners of the thing and 
the protesting business man goes away 
hom the feeling that his visit has been in 

“I have sot to give the excavation peo- 
ple. reasonable time,” repeats Mr. Milner,

avoidable, due to running out of material or 
something like that.” 

“Suppose a trench should be left open a 
year?’ 

“Oh, well, now, that would be unreason- 
able. No contractor is going to do any- 
thing like that. It is all very unfortunate 
but it can’t be helped. The people wanted 
the wires under ground. hey “can’t be 
buried without tearing up the streets. Al- 
most without exception the companies hdve 
done the work prompiy and neatly. The 
Kinloch people will be through this week. 
The other companies are Ang. the work 
as fast as possible, I know it is hard on 
the business men but they will have to ex- 
ercise a little patience. ’ 

Mr. ‘Milner talks very Plausibly. He al- 
ways does. But the business men who are 
doing the complaining are not greatly im- 
peeepee by his presentation of the situa- 
tion. 


They say the Commissioner ought to see 
that before the streets are torn up the con- 
tractors have all the necessary material on 
hand and employ the largest force possible 
so the work can be pushed along rapidly to 
completion. 

In many cases a trench two or three 
blocks long is dug and left open for days 
and sometimes weeks. Great square man- 
holes, occupying half of @ street, are left 
uncovered to the risk of vehicles, 

The Street Commissioner does not permit 
more than three blocks to we up 
a stretch, but often only @ ae intervenes 
between two trenches of three blocks each, 
which is uivalent to @ whole street be- 
ing blocked. Merchants are losing thou- 
sands of doliars on account of the condition 
of the streets and they ory hoe the 
Commissioner could hurry, ‘he Work along 
if he would take the trouble ce peepepally 
view the condition of the Paha en and not 
trust so much to his guber™ .
